HON. A. C. RUTHERFORD 
A CANDIDATE WITH’ A RECORD 


As a candidate for the federal constituency of Edmon- 
ton, Hon. A. C. Rutherford, whose name will go before the 
liberal convention in this city on August 16, bears recom- 
mendations such as few candidates ever have the good for- 
tune to place before any convention. 

Mr. Rutherford is the man who, as premier of this prov- 
ince, gave to Alberta the railway policy which, at the outlay 
of not one dollar to the province has so materially assisted in 
ihe development of the millions of acres of agricultural land 
which constitute the heritage of this province, and it is to his 
everlasting credit that it was in an attempt to throw open the 
gateway to the great northland that he engendered the hostil- 
ity of the corporation interests which conspired toward the 
overthrow of the government of which he was the elected 
and conslitutional head. What Mr. Rutherford was made to 
suffer in this intrigue and what a tax it must have been upon 
his generosity and breadth of spirit to relinquish hold while 
he-was stil undefeated will never be known, but no stronger 
testimonial will ever be produced for any public man than the 
fact that he so absolutely abandoned self-interest as to step 
aside while his government was yet undefeated that the party 
might not be absolutely wrecked by the dastardly work of the 
intriguers. 

Mr. Rutherford has been ever and always the broad- 
minded optimist of the province, the big man with the abid- 
ing faith who could see nothing too large for Alberta, with 
that confidence in human nature which, while it has cost him 
much, is the hall mark of honesty. Had Mr. Rutherford not 
been so thoroughly honest in his own thoughts and so ready 
to give those who were willing to violate his confidence 
credit for the same honesty he would not have fallen a victim 
fo the conspiracy levelled against him. 

Mr. Rutherford comes before the convention with « rec- 
ord as an administrator which any public man might envy. 
During the entire term of his administration the affairs of the 
province of Alberta were handled economically, in a broad 
and strictly honest manner, without even the suggestion of a 
scandal and even his opponents on the other side of the house 
were always willing to admit his whole-souled disinterested- 
ness in the legislation which he sought to put through. 

Furthermore, the government over which Mr. Ruther- 


‘ford presided was a thoroughly advanced—one might 


better say humanc—government. It was under his captaincy 
that there were placed on the statute books of the province the 
eight-hour day in coal mines, the workmen’s compensation 
act, the bill which relieved the farmers of ihe iniquitous hid- 
den lien system, and dozens of other measures of relief in the 
interests of humanity, measures such as in other provinces 
and in most of the slates of the United States it has taken 
years of fighting to only partially accom lish, 

Mr. Rutherford has the record of beiiiz the one premier 
in the Dominion of Canada io whom the corporation inter- 


ests might appeal in vain. There are not many public men in| 


this dominion who would have undertaken the task he did 


when he attacked the lumber trust; and yet he, recognizing | 


that an injustice was being done the settlers of this country, 
jumped into this fight against monopoly with no thought 6f 
the gigantic forces which he was antagonizing or waiting to 
count the cost to himself and his party of this hostility. 

It was under the Rutherford government also that a new 
high-water mark in liberty from the forces of monopoly was 
recorded when this province bought the Bell Telephone and 
eliminated that gigantic monopoly from the province, setting 
up the principle that no naiural monopoly should be allowed 
to remain in private hands, and making Alberta. the first 
province to take action along these lines. 


The record of things done under Mr. Rutherford’s pres | 


miership reads like a list of acts for the emancipation of the 
common people, and to him the workingman, the farmer and 
the plain citizen owe an unending debt of gratitude. 

That Mr. Rutherford will be the choice of the conven- 
tion is almost a certainty. In fact the very circumstance of 
his offering himself as a candidate is a tribute to his self-sacri- 
ticing willingness to serve the public even at the cost of his 
own comfort and convenience and his readiness to take up 
the burden of public service at a time when the allurements 
of public life are not great and when he is in the position to 
enjoy in ease and luxury the’complacent duty of representing 
his own Strathcona in the local legislature if an indication ot 
public spirit such as is worthy of the highest commendation. 

Considering the forces that Mr. Rutherford has opposed 
to him, how Oliver has betrayed his trust to the electors of 
this constituency and gone over to the corporations, how Mr. 
Rutherford has stood the test of the most rigid if thoroughly

It was two thousand and twelve 
years ago July 28, B. €, 104—that 
Marius won his first. vietory over the 
Cimbri at Vereellae; a vietory that is 
fairly entitled to rank atone with the 
most important triumphs of human

It developed, nowever, that 
while the fogs might be used to blot 
out the sunlight, the moisture whien 
they contained would be of litle or no 
value as a substitute for rain. It was 
then that the value in case of war of 
fogs which could be produced at will 
became apparent. The squadron of an 
enemy, once enveloped by one of these 
artificial fogs would be practically 
helpless and at the merey of the tor- 
pedo boats, while even on land a fos- 
bound army would be greatly hampered
